Illinois Supreme Court;Declelon. 


Springfield, 111., May 13.-In the decis- 


ion file here yesterday the Supremo court 
holds that the proprietor of a drug store 
is under no more obligation to sell soda 
water to whoever seeks to purchase It than 
are those who deal in groceries, dry good8 


or other commodities to sell to all comers, 
and that he is not obligated to assign »ny 
reason for his refusal. In other words, it 
holds that a drug store is not a place of 
accommodation to any greater extent 
than a dry goods store or a grocery store. 


This decision was rendered in a suit 


brought under the civil rights law by a 
colored man named Cecil, against H 
H. 


Green, a druggist at Bloomington, it be- 
ing alleged that Green had refused to sell 
soda water to the complainant on account 
of his color. The case was decided against 
Cecil in the circuit court <tnd Appellate- 
court, and those judgments are now ^af- 
firmed by the Supremo couit. In the^clc- 
cision the court says: 
" Under the averments of this decl.ir.i- 


ticm, the defendant, as the proprietor of 
tho drug store kept a soda lount.iin, from 
which he dispensed tho character of !KI- 
eiiels- usually sold therefrom.

STATEMENT BY REV. I. M. GIBSON 


He Enters a General and Specific Denial to 


"White Caps" and Other Stories. 


Eds. Republican: In a recent issue of 


the Republican appeared a short state- 
ment concerning myself that contained 
the following errors: 


1. That I had been visited by White 


Caps and had exchanged shots with them. 


2. That my wife ran away last fall to 


support herself. 


3. A strong intimation that I had 


falsely accused her of infidelity with J. S. 
Knns, of Cerro Gordo. 


4. That I had been silenced by the 


Dunkard church before uniting with the 
Christian church and that I am now act- 
ing unfair in ray statements about the 
Dunkards. 


The above is almost wholly false and 


has been sent out evidently by some evil 
minded person or persons with the sole 
purpose of prejudicing public opinion 
against mo and injuring me with the 
Christian people whom I joined from con- 
scientious motives because I beieve them 
to be doctrinally right and the Dunkards 
wrong. That I am amply able to main- 
tain. 


Had it not been for serioua family trou- 


bles I should have united with the Chris- 
tian church last summer us 1 am able to 
prove. What gave rise to the White Cap 
story is as follows: 


My wife and I parted last fall because 


of infidelity on her part—confessed by 
her and not since denied. She said the 
guilty party was Kuns of Cerro Gordo 
and has, I am informed, made two affida- 
vits to that effect. 
One of them, I am 


told, is held by a party living in Decatur. 
Furthermore, she wrote letters of confes- 
sion to Elders Troxel and Cripe of the 
Dunkard church. I know she wrote Judge 
Wright, confessing her guilt with Kuns 
I ask, is it any wonder I accuse (?) her? 
She accuses herself and if she is not guilty 
she bas deceived me. However, the guilt 
of both parties will be established beyond 
a doubt. 


I had left the two children with her as 


she desired to keep them. She lives at 
her father's, D. C. Ashbaugh, near Gi- 
rard, 111. I recently closed a meeting at 
Stirrup Grove, 111., eight miles west of 
whore she was living and thinking I was 
entitled to a short visit with my children, 
whom I had not seen for a long time. I 
went und got them with the intention of 
visiting with them a day or so at the 
homo of T. A. Goode. They were pro- 
cured without trouble, I finding the wo- 
man with the youngest child at James 
Gibson's—the other at Ashbaugh's. The 
woman said it was perfectly natural and 
right that I should have a visit with 
them—and helped me off with them will- 
ingly —(Plenty o£ witnesses to that.) 


Immediately upon my leaving with the 


children, as she has since told mo, she be- 
gan to fear that I intended never return- 
ing them, raised a kind of hysterical scene 
and wanted to go down to Goode's to Bee 
if tney were still there. That was just 
a few hours after I took them. Preston 
Gibson, a son of James Gibson, and John 
Watson, both ox-Dunkards, said they 
would go down that evening and see. 
Goode and I were both away that evening 
visiting a neighbor 
My sister, Mrs. 


Goode, said that at about 9 p. m., she no- 
ticed some parties about the barn. After 
satisfying themselves, that there wore no 
men about the ptace they boldly entered 
the house and inquired for me. Being 
told I was not there, which they evident- 
ly already knew, they quietly left. I met 
thera in the road as I was returning, a 


short distance from the house. It was a 
bright moonlight night. I spoke to them 
but they would not speak. On the con- 
trary they seemed to want to avoid being 
recognized. 
They had found me, if that 


was their object, but didn't seem to want 
me to any great extent. When Mrs. 
Goode informed her husband of their con- 
duct hejrtarted in|pursui^had ajlittle shoot- 
ing match with them and ran them out of 
the neighborhood. I had no shooting 
match with anybody, and there were no 
White Caps nor are there likely to be any. 
Mrs. Gibson has since said that the two 
boys above mentioned wore badly scared 
when they got back. They need not be as 
I do not intend hurting them. 
Their 


trespass was against Goode and not my- 
self. The foolish fear of some that they 
(the White Caps, I suppose) might find 
me yet, caueed by newspappcr reports by 
evil minds, is wholly without foundation. 
There are no "whites" hunting me. I 
am not in hiding, though no doubt there 
are a few people who wish I was, but the}' 
do not live at Girard. 


My wife did not run away to Chicago 


last fall because she had to support her- 
self. I was able to do that—possibly not 
as luxuriously as she might have desired— 
(as few preachers are)—though she never 
said so. 


On the contrary I was ao Johnstown, 


Pa , beginning a revival meeting to which 
place'she'directed mo unregistered letter 
confessing to having been guilty of adul- 
tery—that she felt she must confess it or 
God would never forgive her for the crime 
—that she was afraid to tell me to raj- 
face for fear I would kill her; that she 
would go away and bury herself in some 
large city, praying my forgiveness for 
wronging me; hoping I would not utterly 
despise her for her weakness, etc., etc. 
That is the whole secret of the Chicago 
trip last fall, the newspaper notoriety,etc. 
I felt then, as I feel yet, that no matter 
what she had done, she should not have 
to suffer the loss of her children and all 
that she might be compelled to suffer by 
the course she was taking, so I hunted 
for her, finally found her and took her 
back to her children and then left her. 


Let me say that all the aboTejBndjnuch 


Sore"*! 'am Abundantly able to establish. 
I am entering into no argument of the 
case now, simply making a brief state- 
ment. The woman has since, because I 
would not continue to live with her, told 
many^horsh, hard, untrue things about 
me, part of which were published in the 
Decntur papers last February. _ I paid no 
attention to it at the timp,_knowing none 
orthelalso'charges"could o'r ever would 
ever be established and shall say nothing 
more about it at this time. 


I was not silenced by the Dunkard 


church but hadjrcceived a short note from 
the offlcial~board advising me to keep 
quiet till the troubles—family troubles- 
were settled. 


I was not expelled from the Duukard 


churclTuntil after I_had_united with the 
Christians. 


I am not treating the Dunkards unfair- 


ly in stating my position. 
There is noth- 


ing unfair in stating honest differences 
in tho religious world.. I am amply able 
to take care oi my position, but my weap- 
ons are honest logic and the word of God 
fairly presented. I am not responsible 
for other people's sins, though I have had 
to suffer some because of them. That 
the woman is guilty and the man also 
guilty, I deeply deplore—but it is their 
fault and "Bo sore thy sin will find thoe 
out," is working perfectly in this case as 
it should in all such hideous cases.

JOE MYERS HELD FOR MURDER 


Ju.tice Harty Send, the Frlwmer to Jail 


Without Boll—Trial Jfotf». 


After the Republican had gone to press 


last evening the preliminary bearing of Joe 
Myers, for the murder of August Hack- 
man, 
was concluded. The People had 


mado out a very strong case of circum- 
stantial evidence, and it was expected 
that the defendant might bo put on the 
stand to make n statement but lie made 
no defense at all. 
There were no argu- 


ments on either side and tho magistrate 
remanded Myeis to jail without; bail to 
await tho action of the June grand jury 
which will of course find an indictment 
against the prisoner. 


MarKhal Mason's Evidence. 


One of the most important witnesses 


for tho prosecution w»s Marshal W. W 
Mason. He gave a description of the place 
where the body of Hackman was found. 
The body was in such n condition that it 
could not be recognized. Tho buck of the 
bend was crushed. 
After the discovery 


of the identity of the body the witness re- 
ceived a description of the watch written 
on an envelope and gave it to Officer Im- 
bodeu with directions to make a thorough 
search for the watch. Witness and tho 
sheriff had an iutor\ lew with Myers when 
the latter told of Hackinuu coming to the 
Eagle hotel, and of going to Long Crock 
township together. Ho told that they 
went back to town and came out in the 
country again. Myers told witness thnt 
they walked out on tho railroad and saw 
Jim Myers doing some ditching. When 
they were opposite tho Burrows residence 
the two men separated 
Hackman going 


to pee Burrows and Myers going on to 
Smith's place to finish the work he luid 
engaged to do. When Myers wuh arrested 
ho was asked to write his signature. The 
witness showed Myers the watch and ask- 
ed him where he got it before bo pawned 
it at White's place. Myers replied that 
he bought It from a young man in a sa- 
loon for $1 and next day pawned it for $3 
at White's. He spoke of tho man from 
whom he bought the watch as Gighani. 
The witness hunted for Gigham and final- 
ly succeeded in locating him. The wit- 
ness identified a pocket book us being the 
name which was found on Myers' person. 
It was tho same which was Identified by 
other witnesses ns belonging 10 Hack- 
man. 
When Gigham was brought in My- 


ers' presence the latter said GiKham was 
the man from whom ho bought the watch. 
Ho claimed he bought it with the money 
he earned from Ed Smith. 


Attorney Redinon cross quesuoned tho 


witness in regard to the conversation with 
Mycrp. Thcie was nothing contrary to 
the direct evidence. 


Kd Smltli. 


Testified that he lived near tho Burrows 


farm. Ho said that Myers engaged to do 
some work for him. At the time there 
was another mun with Myers who want- 
ed work, Myers did not come back to do 
the work until March 24, about three 
weeks after. He then m.ule scnuo gates 
for the farm and witness paid Myers 
$4.75 for the work. Myers did not come 
to town until tho noxt Saturday. The 
witness didn't notice anything singular 
in Myers' conduct but WIIB not with him 
much while he was at work. The work 
was started on Tuesday, March 24, and 
the money was paid on the following Fri- 


day. 


In the cross examination by Attorney 


Rcdmon tho witness told practically the 
same story. 


In answer to a question asketl by Attor- 


ney Mills tho witness testified that Myers 
said he didn't come sooner to do the work 
because he hod Iwen sick. 


Harry Sunderiond, known us Gigham. 


told about being in the Tcrre Haute jail 
on March 8, and denied that ho had_cver 
sold a watch to Myors.

Peculiar Jewish Innutrition Carried on 


In Now York. 


A loan office where the only security 


required is honor 
is surely 
novel 


enough to notice. Such an institution 
an be found here. For years it has 
arried on business on the theory thai 
•ast majorities of men are honest in 
noney matters. A total stranger, l>y 
jerely le.u ing his name and addi'esb.caai 
borrow from $5 to $23 in cash. No 


ledge is taken, no interest is charged. 
\s proof o£ the fact that people are hon- 
est, it may be stated that this office hafl 
nit $00,000 annually into circulation in 
mall loans during the last four years. 
The books show that but S4S9 has been 
o&t, because people failed to return 
what they had borrowed. 
In many 


cas.es people try to return more than 
they have received, but the rules of the 
iffice forbid their making- this sacrifice. 
Of course, this remarkable loan office is 
not managed by an indi\ idual or a firm, 
'ts leaders are optimistic Hebrews, who 
jelie' e that the poor are honest. It' 
membership embraces 400 residents of 
the loner East Side. About 230 are 
iroprietors of small East Side busines.-, 
IOUSPS and are in easy circumstances 
The other 130 members are poor w ork- 
ing 
yjoplc—push 
cartnicn, tailors, 


.tree* peddlers, etc. Their wages nil! 
not average MO a vt cek. The 230 busi- 
ness men paid in $10 as clues the first 
year and the 130 working- people gav 
$:i each. 
This made a fund ot about 


$3,000 with which to start the loar, 
office. The same amount has been paid 
in eiery year, and the association ha1- 
recched many donations. To-day the 
association has about $15,000 loans out 
and about $1,000 in cash on hand. The 
society puts out its money on an aver 
age of about four times aj-ear. Count 
ing it every time it is put in circulation 
about $00,000 is loaned annually. 


This helpful institution which double 


discounts the church pawnshop estab- 
lished here two years ago, bears a He- 
braic name \\hich m English means 
that money is loaned according- to the 
law laid down in the Bible, namely .with- 
out security, without interest, without 
knowledge whether the borrower 
is 


honest until after a trial has been given, 
and without allowing1 any one man to 
know that a brother needs help. Of the 
money loaned not a cent has ever gone 
to a member, the deserving poor alone 
being aided. All an applicant has to do 
is to leave his or her r ame and address. 
No indorsement orcertificate of honesty 
is needed. No religious distinctions arc 
made, all applicants, being treated alike. 
For four years this remarkable loan 
office has been quietly doing- good. It 
does not seek notoriety, and lew outside 
the territory which profits by its help- 
f ulnessknow that such a worthy institu- 
tion exists. When a borrower enters 
the office and begins to tell a tale of woe, 
the secretary protests. If he sees that 
the person is needy, money is handed 
out and the borrower is told that it is 
not necessary to relate his or her 
troubles. If a person has borrowed 
$5 and repaid it, $10 will be loaned; il 
$10, 
then $13 will be given, and so on up 


to $25. The ward in which this loan 
office is located has 
100,000 people 


packed into a radius of one mile, a 
greater population to the area than can 
be found in any other city in the couri 
try.—N. Y. Cor.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 13.—The 


publicans of Missouri in state conven- 
tion yesterday declared for "sound 
money," protection and reciprocity, 
and elected delegates to the tit. Louis 
convention pledged to vote for Wil- 
liam McKinley for the presidential 
nomination.

The old chieftain, Chauncey I. Fil- 


ley, carried the convention all his way 
and was not beaten at a point, with 
the single exception of that of losing 
one or two of his selected committee- 
men, who were beaten after midnight, 
when a large number ot the Filley fol- 
lowers had become tired and left the 
hall. In all, the convention was a 
remarkable one, inasmuch as the 
most determined battle ever waged to 
defeat Filley was on the boards.

The 
fight was practically made in the com- 
mittee rooms, where the contesting 
delegations kept up the strife until 
after 10:30 to-night before a single 
wheel was turned.

nil Text of 'the Opinion Handed Down 


by the Supreme Court. 


In the "Republican" press telegrams 


was given the information that the Cody 
law affecting barber shops had been de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Illinois Su- 
preme court. The case in point was one 
affecting the closing of barber shops on 
Sunday. 


The plaintiff in error,, Eden, was fined 


$28 for violation of the law in Cook coun- 
ty. The supreme court in reversing the 
decision of the lower court, says: 


Under tho law of this state, as it existed 


prior to the passage of the act in question, 
each and every citizen of the state was left 
perfectly free to labor and transact busi- 
ness on Sunday or refrain from labor and 
business, as ho might choose, so long as 
he did not disturb the peace and good or- 
der of society. By the act in question an 
attempt has been made by the legislature 
to inaugurate a radical change in the law 
as to a class of the laboring element of the 
state—the barbers. The statute declares 
that it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to keep open any barber shop on 
Sunday. 
The owner is prohibited from 


doing any business whatever during one 
day in tho week. 
The income derived 


from his place and his own labor and the 
labor of his employes is his property, but 
the legislature has by the act taken that 
property away from him. 
The journey- 


man barber is by the law denied the right 
of laboring one day in the week. 
His 


labor may bo tho only property that he 
possesses. Arid yet this law takes that 
property iiway from him. Can a law 
which takes irDni the laborer his proper- 
ty bo sustained? Tho constitution of the 
United States says tho state shall not 
deprive any person of property without 


uc process of Liw and our state coustitu- 
ion declares the same thing.

jtiito. It is further held that tho act is 
not calculated to promote the health,com- 
ort, safety and welfare of society, and 
lonco cannot be regarded as an exorcise of 
iho police powers of tho state. The jndg- 
npnt of the lower court is reversed. 


The opinion is ay Chief Justice Craig, 


and Justice Wilkin dissents.

A Chicago dispatch says, in comment- 


ing upon the Illinois Supremo court deci- 
sion against the ticket brokers: "All 
that is now left for tho railroads to do to 
drive tho scalpers out of business in Illi-

Mr. and Mrs. W. T. Wells, who have 


been traveling in Europe and the Orient 
for over two months past, arrived home 
this morning. 
They made tha homeward 


voyage on the vessel Normania, of the 
Hamburg-American line and lauded in 
New York City last Friday after a pleas- 
ant voyage. 


Mr. and Mri. Wells were both delighted 


with the trip that they made. They left 
this country on February 29, on the 
steamship Werra and made the first land- 
ing at Gibraltar. From there they went 
to Genoa and thence to Alexandria. Mr. 
Wells says that Egypt is a wonderful 
place and that ho saw ninny things which 
interested him greatly. He speaks of 
Cairo as being a very pleasant city. Parts 
of it are quite new and modern but other 
portions of the city are old and seem to 
have remained just us they were hun- 
dreds ol yours ago. The streets are nar- 
row and lined with little shops and even 
the costumes of the people seeiu not to 
have changed any. The city is a very 
cosmopolitan one, being inhabited by all 
classes and races of people. Mr. ;tiul Mrs. 
Wells took a trip up the River Nile for a 
distance of about fifteen miles and there 
saw the pyramids and tombs, besides 
other historic.il places of interest. 
Mr. 


Wells says that during his stay in Cairo 
the British wore mustertug soldiers for 
the Egyptian, expedition but thdt it did 
not make any great stir among the peo- 
ple. They scomcd to take it simply as a 
matter of course. 


From Cairo the party of travelers, of 


which Mr. Wells and his wife were mem- 
bers, went to the Holy Land, passing 
through Port Said on route. Jerusalem 
ho found full of interest. The old part of 
tho city is inside of the walls. Here the 
buildings fire just as they have been for 
ages past and the people have not changed 
in their manner of living. 
Most of the 


business of tho place is transacted outside 
of the walls where everything is more 
modern. The purty visited Jerico and 
the River Jordan and then wont to Bey- 
root. Mr. Wells says that while in Pal- 
estine he felt as though he had dropped 
from the world entirely as they never saw 


newspaper. The only paper in the 


country is published at Beyroot. 
From 


hero Mr. and Mrs. Wells took the vessel 
for Symrna. They visited Kphesus where 
they saw the ruins of the Temple of Di- 
ana, and the mosque built from the parts 
of the ruins. From Symrna they went 
to Constantinople. 
Mr. Wells say that 


this city was not as interesting as many 
other places that ho visited. At first 
sight the architecture and buildings were 
rather disappointing but the longer one 
saw them their grandeur seemed to in- 
crease. Among the historic places in 
Constantinople which were visited was 
tho Mosque of St. Sophia, which is the 
largest in tho world. 


Athens, which was the next stopping 


place, was particularly pleasing to Mr. 
Wells. He says that it is a beautiful city, 
seemingly progressive aud quite modern. 
Ho visited it at the time when tho ath- 
letic games were being held. Great in- 
terest was being taken in the revival of 
the Olympian games. There were 70,000 
persons in attendance aud the city was 
beautifully decorated for the Loccasion. 
Mr. Wolls did not attend the games him- 
salf but says that tho American men held 
their own iu tho athletic contests. Ho 
met his nephew, Herbert Jamison, of Pe- 
oria, who is one of tho young men of the 
athletic 
team 
which represented the 


Princeton University. The place where 
tho games wore held is built after the pat- 
torn of tho Temple of Bacchus and was 
the'donation of one man. The King of 
Greece with 
his brother was present at 


the contests and entertained at his palace 
tho young men who took part. Mr. Wells 
says that the procession which took place 
at the close of the games was the grand- 
est parade that he ever witnessed. There 
were 100,000 persons in line and it took 
hours for it to pass. 


The decorations and costumes were 


grand and in fact no expense was spared 
to make tho festival one which would 
surpass all others. 
Air. Wells was partic- 


ularly 
impressed 
by the enthusiasm 


shown by tho people. One young peasant 
boy who made a record of two hours and 
fifty-live minutes for a run of twenty-five 
miles was made independently wealthy by 
his admirers. There were many historic 
places in Greece which were visited,among 
which were the Pathenon and Mars Hill. 


From Athens Mr. and Mrs. Wells sailed 


to Xaples, and then went to Rome. Flor- 
ence and Milan, and finally to Paris and 
London sail ing for home from the latter 
place. 


Mr. Welte says that the climate in 


Egypt was delightfnl daring bis stay 
there and that the Orient is a pleasant 
place to visit but that it is very much be- 
hind the times. In spite'of the European 
manners and customs which have crept 
into the Oriental countries the people are 
yet in a Tory inferior state of civilization. 
They seem in many places not to have 
advanced in the^leost and; to remain, as 
the buildings and surroundings, just as 
they have been for centuries back. The 
main feature of the Oriental trip Mr. 
Wells says is that there are so many old 
and historic places to be seen.
